Council Studies 
Directional Signs 


Council discussed the 
issue of directional signs 
at Monday’s meeting and got 
so involved with details, re- 
commendations and things 
that the whole issue is now 
back with staff for review, 

It all started when signs, 
one at each entrance totown 
along St, Albert Trail came 
up for approval, These mea- 
sure 8 ft, x 16 ft, and will 
feature color coding by nei- 
ghborhood inorder to inform 
motorists where a particue 
lar neighborhood is located. 
For example, the sign will 
show huge arrows, color- 
coded to its neighborhood 
and super-imposed with the 
initials of the related neigh- 
borhood, Also included on 
the giant signs will be the 
neighborhood legend. 

In practise, a motorist 
driving to St, Albert from 
the south will see brightly 
colored arrows pointing to 
the various neighborhoods, 
If the motorist is looking 
for Grandin Park Subdivi- 
sion, he will see an arrow 
pointing ‘left’ and probably 
painted red with the super- 
imposed letters GP. Upon 
closer investigation, the 


motorist will then be free 
to study the legend and thus 
be directed to the neigh- 
borhood via_ the shortest 
route, 


What that proposed sign 
provoked was the suggestion 
to rename some of the fame 
ous old streets, to ensure 
conformity with the general 
plan, Town staff pointed out 
in its report to council that 
such streets as Bellerose 
Drive ought to be in Braee 
side Subdivision while Lake- 
view Drive suggests to the 
visitor that it is located in 
the Lacombe Park Subdivi- 
sion, In addition, staff points 
out that many streets, aven- 
ues and drives, especially 
in the old section of town 
really don’t comply with any 
of the existing subdivision 
names, For example, they 
list Perron St., Ball Ave,, 
Remos St, and so on, 


Council called a halt to 
the exercise and referred 
the proposal back to staff 
for further study, recom- 
mending that only a_ few 
Streets may be renamed 
where it will be expedient 
to do so,

CANADA SAFEWAY 
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Hospital Bulges Two Years 


After Grand 


Opening 


The Sturgeon General hospital marked its second anniversary on August 5th, 1972, 
and already this 100-bed hospital is overcrowded, 

The 93 per cent occupancy rate, recorded last month is not due solely to the rapid 
expansion of St. Albert and area, but also a direct result of unwise planning by the 
former provincial government's department of health, 

The Sturgeon General Hospital Board did fight frantically to obtain government 
permission to build a larger and more flexible hospital, but there was no way where 
the board could make the government of the day listen to their appeal, The final word 
from the department of health at that time could be summed up this way... ‘Be grate- 
ful you’re getting a permit to build a 100-bed hospital and don’t bother us with projected 


expansion problems,” 


Today, the Sturgeon General Hospital Board can say, ‘‘we told you so”’ but the powers- 


that-ruled at the time are no longer there... 


but the overcrowding problem is here and 


Solutions to the problem are quite elusive, At the moment, the pediatrics department is 
overflowing, physio-therapy is operating at maximum and other areas within the hospital 
complex are operating under critical conditions. 


During a two-day inter- 
view recently, with J, W. 
Flynn, chairman of the Stur- 
geon General Hospital 
Board, the entire eight-year 
saga of the creation of the 
hospital district and con- 
struction ofthe 100-bed hos= 
pital was reviewed. 


NEED QUESTIONED 


To relate today, the his- 
tory of the hospital, one has 
to try and capture the hostile 
atmosphere which prevailed 
between the government of 
the day and fledgling hospital 
districts, Since the Sturgeon 
General Hospital District 
was only in the embryo 
stage, government hostility 
was quite acute, presumably 
because the province simply 
did not want to undertake 
new and additional respon- 
Sibilities, 

However, coid, hard and 
dedicated opposition was en- 
countered while the Sturgeon 
General complex was ass- 
embled and this struggle 
lasted for about eight years, 
from 1962 when initial sub- 
missions were made until 
official opening day in 1970, 

The struggle is difficult 
to define, because so many 
factors were encountered, 
Some of the obstacles con- 
fronting the Hospital Board 
were rather minor and rou- 
tine, and these had been 
anticipated, because fro- 
blems always crop up while 
any major project is under- 
taken, On the other hand, 
some of the hurdles were 
by no means minor ones 
and many of them were 
brought about by vindictive 
government appointees, be- 
lligerent civil servants and 
bureaucratic harassment, 

“Believe me,*’ Mr, Flynn 
said, ‘‘the Sturgeon General 
didn’t come into being as 
it stands today, beautiful 
and essential as it is, with- 
out having suffered serious 
birth pangs, ’’ 

About the best way to 
illustrate some of the pro- 
blems encountered by the 
board, let's go back to an 
incident which occurred at 
the sod-turning ceremony 
in 1968, 

Visualize a group of en- 
thusiastic local residents 
and dignitaries gathered in 
a stubbled field out there 
where the hospital stands 
today. Everyone present was 
in a jubilant frame of mind 
; . excepting the deputy 
minister of health at the 
time, J, D, Campbell, In 
his talk he arrogantly told 
his listeners that in his 
opinion, ‘‘a hospital in this 
area is not required’’ and 
furthermore he promised 
that he would see to it that 


the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital Board would receive 
only the bare minimum in 
co-operation from his de- 
partment, 


DID NOT ATTEND 


Everyone present was 
shocked at this utterance, 
Chairman of the board, J. 
W. Flynn wanted to have 
this statement qualifjed and 
so, expected to button-hole 
Mr, Campbell at the sche- 
duled reception afterwards, 
but Mr. Campbell did not 
show up, 

Mr. Campbell was true to 
his word, He did indeed 
lend the Sturgeon Hospital 
Board the barest minimum 
in assistance right across 
the board until the last brick 
was put in place, 

Turning the clock back to 
1962 when the people of this 
area became increasingly 
restless regarding a local 
hospital, we find a huge 
tract of land inthe St, Albert 
and Sturgeon Municipality 
where about 27,000 people 
lived without access to a 
hospital facility, At that 
time, if you lived within that 
area of some 400 square 
miles and required hospital 
treatment, you drove either 
to Edmonton, Westlock or 
Mayerthorpe, That was not 
a satisfactory situation and 
local doctors will tell youof 
real tragic cases when the 
distances to a hospital was 
too great and patients need- 
lessly suffered. ll the 
Campbells inthe world could 
not convince those 27,000 
people that there was no need 
for a hospital in this area, 

First to come up to the 
provincial government, de- 
partment of health with a 
statement of need for ahos- 
pital was the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Sturgeon, the year 
was 1962 and the request 
was turned down, During 
the same year, three other 
submissions were made, one 
from the Town of St, Albert, 
the other from the Town of 
Morinville, then the Village 
of Legal made its feelings 
heard also, but all requests 
were given the same cold 
negative treatment, The 
year 1962 was a bad year 
for this area... but it was 
just the beginning of an 
eight year uphill struggle. 


UNITED FRONT 


Leaders of the governing 
bodies functioning within the 
concerned area, namely St, 
Albert, MD of Sturgeon, 
Morinville and Legal real- 
ized by this time that ifthey 
remained divided in their 
quest for a hospital, they’d 
never make it. . . but if 


they presented a united 
front, they’d have a better 
chance of attracting the pro- 
vincial government's atten- 
tion, So they united, 

Early in 1963, leaders of 
the MD of Sturgeon, St, Al- 
bert, Morinville and Legal 
met in St, Albert and ham- 
mered out a strong, unified 
submission, The main points 
showed the need for a hos- 


pital, the location of it was ° 


left flexible and so was its 
size, In other words, the 
submission said, ‘‘we need 
a hospital, we don’t really 
care where it is located, as 
long as its within our zone 
of need and we could use a 
100-bed facility, but we'll 
take what we can get."’ 

By Order In Council in 
1965 the Department of 
Health was instructed tode- 
signate the boundaries of a 
hospital district (which en- 
compassed all ofthe present 
Hospital District #100), Also 
appoint a ward representa- 
tive in the person of J, W. 
Flynn, Mr, Flynn was then 
instructed by the Provincial 
Premier at the time, E. C. 
Manning, to call a meeting 
of representatives of the 
newly-formed district and 
supervise the election of 
a board. 

Late in 1965 Mr. Flynn 
called a meeting which was 
hosted by the St, Albert 
Town Council and the Hos- 
pital District of Sturgeon 
No, 100 was divided into 
seven wards and a repre- 
sentative was elected ineach 
The MD of Sturgeon was 
divided into three wards 
represented by J. W. Flynn, 
Stan Walker and Lawrence 
Kluthe. The Town of St, 
Albert, two wards repre- 
sented by Dr, Stewart and 
John deBruijn, Morinville 
was allocated one ward 
whose representative was 
art Stapleton and Legal, with 
one ward was represented 
by Leon St, Martin. 


FEW CHANGES 


Few changes have been 
made in the hospital board 
Since that first organizae 
tional meeting. J. W. Flynn 
has continuously served as 
its chairman while four 
other board members have 
continued to serve without 
interruption, they are Leon 
St, Martin of Legal, John 
deBruijn of St, Albert and 
Stan Walker and Lawrence 
Kluthe of the MD of Stur- 
geon, Changes were made 
in Morinville where the 
representative there is Ro- 
ger Blackburn, One of the 
St, Albert seats on the board, 
previously held by Dr, Stew. 
art first went to Dick Fow- 
ler and is now represented

Now, armed with a hose 
pital board to work with and 
a hospital district to serve, 
the newly-formed board cal- 
led a series of meetings at 
which hundreds of details 
had to be ironed out, Fore= 
most on the agenda was 
land acquisition, hospital 
size, the commission of a 
firm of architects and above 
all, a building permit from 
the department of health, 

It was at this juncture 
that Gordon Townend, an 
experienced hospital admin- 
istrator was hired, His 
duties were varied and his 
schedule very flexible. He 
was hired in June, 1966 and 
served faithfully until his 
resignation was accepted in 
November, 1971, 

His job included the sup- 
ervision of construction, 
tendering for hospital equip- 
ment and supplies, ultimat- 
ely to the formation of ahos- 
pital staff. Members of the 
hospital board say, without 
reservation that Mr. Town- 
end had a tough job to do 
and he did it well and with 
devotion throughout those 
difficult five years, 


MONEY SHORTAGE 


Instructed to design a 50- 
bed hospital, the board se- 
cured a firm of architects 
and obtained astandard hos- 
pital plan while assessing 
needs for a district encome 
passing more than 27,000 
people. No matter how the 
board drew up its require- 
ments, there appeared to be 
no Way where a 50-bed unit

would fulfill the needs of 
this area, Therefore, before 
more time and money was 
wasted, the board revised 
its statement of need to the 
department of health. The, 
new submission called for a 
100-bed facility, designed 
for expansion into a 300- 
bed hospital when needed, 
This submission was issued 
in 1967 and approved in 
1968, 

Jubilant with success, the 
board obtained a tendered 
price for the larger and 
more flexible facility when 
the government changed its 
mind and rescinded its 1968 
approval, Giving the lack 
of funds as a reason, the 
government in its order to 
back-track, granted the 
board permission to go 
ahead with a 100-bed facil- 
ity... but not designed for 
expansion, 

“If the government had 
approved out plan for the

cured the loan by using the 
hospital, its land, equipment 
and in fact, the entire Hos- 


pital District No, 100 as 
collateral, 
Through municipal re. 


juisitions, from 1966 to last 
year, two mills represented 
an annual revenue of approx: 
imately $65,000, In 1972, 
the hospital requisition mill 
rate was ordered increased 
by the government to four 
mills, a figure expected to 
be held during the foresee- 
able future. In addition to 
these monies recorded on 
the credit side ofthe ledger, 
the hospital board has main- 
tained a bank loan in St, 
Albert which varies from 
$100,000 to $300,000, 


FINANCIAL PROBLEMS 


Now, going back to the 
history of the hospital, 
Starting with the purchase 
/f 10 acres of land from the 
Order of Grey Nuns to the 
hospital’s official opening 
\ugust 5, 1970, a nightmare 
of financial problems were 
encountered, Strangely 
enough, no provisions were 
made in the provincial gov- 
ernment legislation to over- 
come these problems. This 
resulted in leaving the Stur- 
geon Hospital Board still 
fighting claims for desper- 
ately needed funds it should 
have received a long time 
ago, 

To illustrate some of the 
inadequacies in the legisla- 
tion, let's look at an item 
Which amounts to $65,590 
Which sum is what is left 
owing on pre-opening ex- 
penses and remains out- 
Standing, The Hospital 
Board still has a claim in 
process for this sum and is 
hopeful of collecting it, 
Meanwhile, that debt had to 
be covered by the board 
through a bank loan, on which 
‘nterest has to be paid, But 
that's not the only problem 
area now confronting the 
hos pital board, There’s ano- 
ther $152,283 which resulted 
through a variety of contri- 
buting factors, Deficit oper- 
atlons during the first two 
years were expected but ar- 
chaic equipment pricing all- 
oOwances by the government 
vere not expected when the 
board started shopping for 
hospital equipment, 


An example which will 
illustrate how quickly ahos- 
pital board can go deeply 
into debt is shown while 
comparing government-fix- 
ed allowances for equipment 
such as an X-ray film pro- 
cessor set at $6,000 and the 
actual price paid for the 
processor was $8,150, Just 
on that item alone the hos- 
pital board incurred a debt 
of $2,150, We could go on 
and on, right through the 
hospital and illustrate how 
government-set prices and 
real prices for hospital 
equipment ran at a differ- 
ence of from $40 to many 
thousands of dollars, In all 
cases, the hospital board 
negotiated with equipment 
manufacturers and not with 
dealers, This was another 
means by which better 
prices were secured, 

Since changes in provin- 
cial department of health 
policies have been made, 
some of the past-due monies 
owing to the hospital dis- 
trict have been paid thus 
reducing the hospital's 
claims which amounted at 
one time to $239,193.89, 
Some of these monies may 
never be recovered ad will 
probably have to be written- 
off, but at the moment, the 
hospital board has claims 
for $217,873 of which the 
Alberta Hospital Commiss- 
ion acknowledges $144,847, 
This sum, according to the 
AHSC will be paid in two 
instalments, one of which 
has been made recently, The 
balance, still disputed is 
under review now, 

Board Chairman J, W. 
Flynn, in a recent interview 
with Dr. J, E. Bradley, 
chairman of the Hospital 
Commission, said Dr, Brad- 
ley showed sympathy to- 
wards the Sturgeon Gen- 
eral’s problems and indica- 
ted that future projects for 
hospitals like the Sturgeon 
General will be handled very 
differently, Dr. Bradley 
pointed out that future hos- 
pital projects would be given 
more clearly-defined guide- 
lines to follow, more reale 
istic equipment pricing data 
and certainly more co-oper- 
ation in all aspects, Mr. 
Flynn said that his inter- 
view with Dr, Bradley was 
very encouraging, ‘‘he’s a 
very reasonable man,'’ Mr 
Flynn said, “and I firmly 


believe he will take 2 reae 
sonable approach towards 
our claims,”’ 

Mr, C, F. Keyes, hospit- 
al administrator who succ- 
eeded Mr. Gordon Townend 
in November last year, says 
the Sturgeon General will 
not likely show a deficit for 
the past 12 months of oper- 
ations inview ofthe increas= 
ing patient-days and the in- 
creased municipal requisi- 
tion, 

“For example,’’ Mr. 
Keyes said, ‘‘as ofthis date, 
we're operating at over 90 
per cent capacity and of 
course we know that soon 
we will be going at full 
capacity,’’ He qualified this 
by pointing out that the Stur- 
geon General is gradually 
becoming fully equipped, is 
presently well staffed with 
highly qualified personnel 
and serving a very large 
area of over 30,000 people. 

‘With that kind of com- 
bination, new patients are 
being admitted daily andit’s 
quite easy to visualize the 
day when we'll be forced 
to turn patients away,’’ he 
said, 

When asked what the next 
step would be towards ex- 
pansion, Mr, Flynn said that 
the board was prepared to 
continue the struggle with 
the government and obtain 
a permit to expand, Mr. 
Keyes then remarked that 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital, with its complement 
of 17 resident doctors, 53 
consulting staff specialists, 
40 full-time nurses, 20 part 
time and a fluctuating num- 
ber of auxiliary assistants, 
stands ready for an accre- 
ditation survey, expected 
sometime in 1973, 

In concluding our inter- 
view Mr, Flynn asked The 
Gazette if he could extend 
his personal thanks to the 
hospital board members, He 
also asked if he could con- 
vey his gratitude to past- 
board members. and to 
everyone ‘‘without whose 
help the formidable task of 
building the Sturgeon Gen- 
eral Hospital would have 
been impossible,’’

Corporal Marvin Shepard, 
RCMP, officer in charge of 
the Morinville detachment, 
was guest speaker at the 
November meeting of the 
Morinville Board of Trade,

Corporal Shepard gave a 
very interesting resume of 
the history of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police 
Since its inception in 1670 

As traders invaded the 
Canadian West, the Indian 
Chiefs became very con- 
cerned with the white sett- 
lers behavior, This concern 
was caused mostly by the 
“Free Booters’’ also known 
as the ‘‘Hoolegans,’’ whose 
big trade was Whiskey or 
Fire Water from the south, 
in exchange for buffalo 
hides, and the killing of the 
native buffalo, aprime sour- 
ce of food and clothing. The 
ever-increasing slaughter 
of the Buffalo and the gen- 
eral bad behavior of the 
white man, became a real 
menace to the elders of the 
tribes, as young Indians re- 
volted and upset the customs 
and authority of the Chiefs, 

In 1873 Free Booters from 
the Cypress Hills, killed and 
butchered a Peigans settle- 
ment, including women and 
children, Following this in- 
cident, the new provinces of 
Manitoba and B,C, suffered 
serious trading repercuss- 
ions, An inquiry by govern- 
ment officials, revealed that 
the situation of reported 
murders, plunder, and con- 


selves, A delicious dinner 
was served on Sunday after 
the younger members hav- 
ing starved 36 hours andthe 
older members somewhat 
longer.

constitution, able to ride, 
active, able-bodied and of 
good character. The com- 
manding officer was to be 
termed ‘Commissioner’ 
and have the rank of Lieue 
tenant-Colonel. The semi- 
military body of men were 
to stop the liquor traffic 
among Indians and gain their 
confidence and respect by 
tact and patience, They were 
also to maintain law and 
order in the great Buffalo 
Prairie with a force of 300 
men, At first a force of 150 
men began the trek west-

‘In 1875, the Force had 
become firmly established 
in the west, Fort Walsh, 
near Macleod, Alberta, be- 
came the parent post, In 
the North Fort Saskatche- 
wan was erected 19 miles 
from Fort Edmonton, and 
Fort Calgary appeared mid- 
way between Edmonton and 
Macleod,

Mounted Police completed 
the sovereignty of the Cana- 
dian West, 

Corporal Shepard stress- 
ed the importance of public 
relations, as the force pre- 
pares to celebrate their 
Centennial over 12 months 
in 1973 and 1974, He stated 
that today the same basic 
cause, whiskey, is a main 
cause of trouble inthis com- 
munity and everywhere else. 
The RCMP official said, 
“why must every social have 
liquor?’’ He cautioned that 
children should never be 
sent to gatherings without 
the assurance that proper 
supervision will be provi- 
ded. The Corporal request- 
ed the involvement of all 
individuals in maintaining 
law and order in our com- 
munity, ‘‘All that is re- 
quired of any of you is a 
phone call, and we will act 
on the information provided 
without involving you per- 
sonally. We are here to 
serve, but, we need your 
help, your confidence and 
your respect,’’ concluded 
Corporal Shepard, who took 
charge of Morinville per-

Criteria for eligibility to 
receive meals in St, Albert 
include living in the Town, 
no one else available to pre= 
pare meals, be able to feed 
himself and be unable to 
afford to buy restaurant pre- 
pared and delivered meals, 

Mrs, Acker reports that 
so far a local institution 
has agreed to supply meals 
from its kitchen and the pub- 
lic health nurses will screen 
applicant’s eligibility for the 
service, Cost of the meals 
will vary from a possible 
maximum of 85¢ per meal 
downward according to the 
user's ability to pay, Meals 
will be packed to stay hot 
until delivered, 

In most cities and towns 
in Canada Meals-on-Wheels 
programs are organized and 
sponsored by church groups, 
women’s groups, volunteer 
bureaux, VPN and indepen- 
dent volunteer groups, she 
says. Where the volune of 
business is great a paid 
coordinator is employed to 
accept referrals, order 
meals, work on menus, or- 
ganize volunteers, order 
supplies and keep the books 
and records.
